had already located a still about two 
miles n o rth of Rhom e on Blue Creek

A still was found in the bod 
of the creek, which was being oper­ 
ated u n d e r full steam by a man who 
gave several names but who later 
was found to be Elm er Slaton of Fort 
Worth. 
Upon the order to “ stick 'em 
u p ” th e m an made a run for liberty 
but he ran into the a rm s of Deputy 
Ca rtw right, who was waiting for him 
on one side of the creek.

brought to jail to await the action o 
the g ran d jury.

governor by the people of the sooner 
I state, and he had not celebrated hi! 


was impeached, but acquitted. 
Henry Varmoth, govenor of Louisi­ 
ana, was impeached in 1872, but his 
term of office expired before the end 
of the proceedings and they w e re 
dropped. 
Adelbert Ames, governor 
of Mississippi, was next in the line, 
resigning in 1876 to stop impeach­ 
ment proceedings.
